An interesting item gleaned from 
the 1941 census of Canada is that 87 
per cent of Canadian occupied dwell- 
ings had radios, 40 per cent had tele- 
Phones, 24 per cent owned vacuum 
cleaners aud 37 per cent had automo- 


biles. About eleven per cent had all’ 
of these modern things while in 17 per} 
cent of the occupied dwellings they 
had none of these. These figures will) 
probably really jump in the post-war 
period when war savings go on a spree 
The Agricultural Supplies Board has 
done considerable in a new field, the; 
production of dehydrated vegetables. 
It was in the late summer of 1942 that | 
the British Ministry of Food intimated 
they were interested in the purchase 
of quite large quantities of dehydrated 
vegetables, particularly potatoes. Be- 
sides they were needed for the Cana- 
dian armed forces. Before this our| 
Board did some experimental work e- | 
quipping five Canadian dehydration | 
plants, and thus it was possible to 
meet the request from Great Britain, 
although the total quantity required 
was not met because of delay in gett 
ing processing equipment for two ex- 
tra plants. From the 1942 crops, how- 
ever, processed vegetables were sup- 
plied to Britain and our own armed 
forces got potatoes (1,158 tons dried 
weight), cabbage, carrots, onions, 
turnips. In addition about 300 tons 
(dried weight onions were dehydrated

Interesting bits from here and there 
— established under Dominion-Pro- 
vincial agreements 25 day nurseries 
are now located in Ontario and Que- 
bec..... they provide day care for 
children 2 to 6 years, but in addition 
agreemcnts provide care before and 
after school, as well as noon day meal; 
agreements are pending for similar 
projects in Alberta... mor supplies of 
steel for civilian uses coming, says the 
W. P. T. B.... production is likely to 
be stopped up for baby carriages, kit- 
chen utensils, nails, fences, farm and 
building equipment . . restrictions 
also removed on width of hem for 
children’s garments and fuller woolen 
skirts for children allowed... . infant 
mortality in Vancouver has been cut 
in half in past 20 years, reason given 
being better methods of pre-natal care, 
closer medical attention to mothers. . 
milk consumption in Ontario shows a 
54% increase over 1939. 

Things are picking up as the United 
Nations’ position improves in all res- 
pects. For instance it is possible to 
provide tinplate for containers for pro- 
ducts for which tin has been prohibit- 
ed for some time, information is given 
out. Corn syrup, edilble oils, lard and 
fattening have been added to list of 
foods for which tin plate is okayed 
for processing. There is also an_ in- 
crease from 50 to 100 per cent of 1941 
in tinplate allowed for meat sandwich 
spreads and potted meats for the con- 
suming public ....a considerable ad- 
ditonal supply of meats. 

Been hearing some talk about bath 
tubs these days. Well, a little delving 
into our 1941 housing census reveals 
that one-half of Canadian dwellings 
had a bath or shower in that year. 
Seven per cent only of farm homes, 
but in cities of 30,000 and over the per- 
centage is up to 89 per cent. Here are 
provincial percentages in that respect. 
Saskatchewan 16%; P. E. I. 21%; 
Alberta 28%; New Brunswick 31%; 
Nova Scotia 35% Manitoba 38%; Que- 
bec 58%; Ontario 61%; B.C. 69% 
Bigger cities bring up the percentage. 

It is expedient that every farmer 
should protect his 1944 crop by mak- 
ing sure of his seed requirements be- 
fore potential seed supplies Rave been 
sold on the commercial market.

Germination Tests 

Wrost damage to cereal grains has 

ain been serious in some districts. 
:his means loss to the farmer 
through reduced yields and lower 
grades. Many farmers will almost 
certainly find it necessary to buy 
new seed, especially of oats and 
varley. 

It is never wise to assume that 
seed will germinate giving a high 
percentage of vigorous seedlings. 

It is always wise to make a ger- 
mination test, or to have one made. 

Three courses of action are open 
io the farmer. They are: 

1. Official government test for 
which a nominal charge is made. 
Send samples to Plant Products 
Division (Seed Branch), Winnipeg, 
‘askatoon. or Calgary. 

2. Make a home germination test. 


A printed card, giving full instruc- 
tions, may he obtained from the 
Agricultural Department, The 
North-West Line Elevators Associa- 
tion, Winnipeg. 

3. Lake a sample of about three 
vunces to the nearest line elevator 
associated with this Department. 


The agent will forward it to us for 
testing. We test only wheat, oats, 
barley, rye and flax. Other seeds 
must be sent to Plant Products 
Division Jahoratories, 

Last year, we tested over 11,000 

mp!lcs. Of these, only 3,000 came 
n before Christmas. As a result, 
we were taxed beyond our capacity 
in March, and many farmers had to 
wait three or four weeks for results. | 
Please help us to avoid congestion in 
the spring by delivering samples to 
the local elevator agent early.

Agricultural Research Laboratories— 

OTTAWA— The establishment of 
research laboratories for agriculture 
is most likely to be recommended by 
the reconstruction committee of the 
House of Commons when it makes its 
report to parliament in the coming 
session. Experts appearing before 
the committee— Dr. W. H. Cook of the 
national Research Laboratory, and 
Professor W. D. McFarlane, depart- 
ment of chemistry, MacDonald College 
—spoke of the need of research to get 
the fullest and most efiective develop- 
ment out of the great agricultural in- 
dustry of Canada. Straw has been 
used to make fine grades of paper in 
Scotland. Experiments have been 
carried on in the United Siates in the 
use of straw in briquets as fuel. Straw 
has been treated in Britain to mak it 
digestible as feed. There were men- 
tioned as examples of what can be 
done from agricultural waste products 
The suggestion was advanced in the 
committee that a “pilot” plant should 
be erected for the manufacture of 
wheat and decayed potatoes from the 
farms into alcohol for motor fuel pur- 
poses. The possibility of making alco- 
hol from grain as a stage in the manu- 
facture of synthetic rubber has been 
discussed as some length in the past 
sesion of parliament. Grain alcohol if 
mixed up to ten per cent with gasoline 
improves the octane content of the gas 
In the Philippines it was pointed out 
alcohol without gas was used for driv- 
ing motor vehicles. The important 
question is that of cost of manulfac- 
ture. The cost of conversion, that is 
the actual outlay for manufacture in- 
cluding labor, fuel, capital cost of 
plant, etc. would run about 18 or 14 
cents a gallon but might reach 20c. 
The important item of cost is the raw 
material. Two imperial gallone of al- 
cohol can be made out of one bushel 
of wheat. If wheat was at sixty cents 
a bushel, the cost of an imperial gal- 
len would therefore be 30 cents plus 
the 18 cents or about 43 cents. At 
the present price of wheat the cost 
would be out of the question, although 
it is not necessary first grade grain be 
used. Its valt for alcohol manufac- 
ture depends on its starch content. It 
was urged that the small plant or 
plants to be built should b co-operat- 
ive, with farmers having a large inter- 
est in them. What is clearly in evid- 
ence is that parliament will be urged 
to give full opportunity to the agricul- 
tural industry to create new uses for 
its products particularly waste pro- 
ducts or those produced in such quan- 
tity that the markets may have diffi- 
culty in absorbing the full supply. 
Agricultural Conference— 

This week the important Dominion- 
Provincial agricultural conference will 
meet in the capital to decide on the 
farm production program for the com- 
ing year which will fit in to the food 
picture of the United Nations. It will 
still primarily be a war program with 
consideration given to the prospective 
need of Canadian food for the peoples 
of Europe when released from Nazi 
domination. Among the many ques- 
tions discused by Dominion, Provincial 
and farm organization delegates will 
be the balancing of wheat and coarse 
grain acreage to meet the possible 
need for more wheat and the persist- 
ent need of feed across the country 
for livestock production which has to 
be kept up, the clarification of the ba- 
con experts position and the labor and 
and farm equipment situation.

inet members and the reconstruction 
committee come evidence of the com- 
mon determination that when the end 
of the war comes whenever that may 
be, the process of change to peace- 
time conditions wil be at least started 
and that the dislocation wil not be too 
drastic.
